Arthur N. Sager, republican, who will 
succeed Joseph W. Folk as circuit attor- 
ney, ;Alined a plurality over Car] Otto, 
an Gemocrat, of 2,513.

Early in the day Republican State 
Chairman Niedringhaus declared that 
Roosevelt nad carried the state by a ma- 
jority of not lass than 20.000, and insist- 
ed that Waibridge was not defeated. It 
was figured out in the headquarters that 
returns from eighty-four precincts in the 
state outside of St. Louls and Kansas 
City compared with the returns from the 
same precincts four years ago showed a 
democratic loss of 23 per cent.

‘COD FISHING ON THE BANKS. 


|Large Fish Lie Deep Down in the 


Water and Eat Anything. 


(From The Montreal] Gazette.) 
| Jt has been surmised that the fishery 
on the Newfoundland banks, which has 
just begun, would be unusually profita- 
| ble, because of the phenomenally high 
price of cod liver of! last winter. But the 
Norwegian season, which is earlier than 
one here, must have been very 
vorable, as the market price of oil has 
run down unti] now it is quoted as being 
only one-fifth higher than it was this 
time last year. However, stucks of fish 
are low the world over, and there will 
be a larger fleet than ever off the banks 
and at the old places along the coast for 
the next month or two. The great deal- 
ing and curling concerns are all enlarging 
their ‘‘flakes,’’ or outdoor drying scaf- 
folds to meet the increased harvest which 
may reasonably be expected to be brought 
'in by the large number of boats fitted 
' Out this year. 
| Just now the fishing is exceptionally 
laborious because of the great depth at 
which the cod are found. The best fish 
are found far down—great, large flaked, 
thick fleshed, small paunched fellows, 
They are drawn up by main strength, 
but are usually dead, or nearly so, by the 
time they are hauled to the surface, 
owing to the difference in the pressure 
of the water. Their tremendous gills 
show what prodigious quantities of wa- 
ter they have to breathe out to obtain 
their air supply at the great depth at 
‘which they live, It is probable also that 
they derive nourishment from minute 
marine organisms they strain. out of 
the water as jt pours through their gills. 
Some of the men believe that these 
great cod are of a different variety from 
the smaller ones commonly caught in 
shallower water. They are not dainty 
feeders by any means. On the smaller 
boats the bait is not alWays very well 
preserved, ends of meat, chopped dog- 
fish. young devilfish and other odds and 
ends found in the pound nets. But the 
big fellows take it all the same, and 
when the location is well chosen come 
up heaving and panting every time the 
hook is thrown out. Their omnivorous 
voracity is almost incredible. Bits of 
leather, marlinspikes, iron bolts, a bal] 
of twine, leaden sounding plummets,

Only Deplorable Blunder. 

“It was a deplorable and unaccounta- 
blue blunder, but I am bound to add 
that recent evidence has satisfleq the 
British government that the Russian 
government belleved in good faith that 
the facts were different from what we 
supposed and that each party was con- 
vinced of the justice of its own 
cause. Great Britain has adopted the 
only course in referring the matter to 
an independent and impartial tribunal, 
and we found no difficulty in arriving at 
the principal question, nor in deciding 
that the terms for their reference under 
The Hague convention were such as we 
could accept.’’
